3 ALLUSION TO THE ALLIANCE, 
_. The Farmers’ Alliance was undoubtedly an im- 
_ portant factor in the late election. It was first 
_ organized in the southern states, where it has de- 
; dared and proven itself a faithful ally and sup- 
»porter of democracy. Its organization in the 
' west has also been encouraged by the democratic 
7 perty, as its membership must be largely drawn 
‘from homesteaders and veterans whose votes 
- have heretofore made the prairie states certainly 
)and reliably republican. 
'. The importance of this movement must not be 
underestimated by the republican party. The 
hope of the democratic party today is based upon 
| its ability to combine with the alliance on elect- 
oral tickets in the western states and thereby 
‘throw the election of president into the house of 
“representatives. In my judgment, this result will 
_pever come, but if the republican party expects to 
hold the allegiance of the western people, it must 
“gee to it that western interests are recognized and 
“western demands given fair consideration in all 
legislative and administrstive affairs.

The mayor of Sanderson invited the presi 
dent to visit that place, which he described as 
the most barren spot on earth. It was 11 0’clock 
at night when the train passed, so this lugu- 
brious invitation was declined. 

A short stop was made at -Ysleta, Tex., 
claimed to be the oldest city in the United 
States, where the president was received by 
Mayor Robinson, and serenaded by a Mexican 
band. The president shook hands witha large 
number of Mexicans and Indians, and received 
a profusion of flowers from the children. 

EL PASO’S CELEBRATION, 

El Paso celebrated the occasion of the first 
visit ever made to it by a chief magistrate of 
the nation by a grand international demon- 
stration by the citizens of the two republics. 
There was also a general participation on the 
part of resident Indians. The reception was a 
perfect ovation. 

The: city was elaborately decorated with 
American and Mexican decorations, public 
buildings and business houses displaying a 
profusion of bunting. There were many 
arches, bearing mottoes of, ‘‘Welcome to Our 
President,” ‘‘Welcome to Our Mexican 
Friends” and ‘‘Reciprocity with Mexico.”

THE MEXICANS JOIN IN. 

The president was greeted on the platform 
with cheers, in which the citizens of both 
countries participated. Governor Currillos, of 
Chihuahua, and his staff, and General Rangel, 
commanderin chief of the second zone of 
Mexico, with a large military band of thirty- 
five pieces, participated im the reception as 
representatives of President Diaz, of Mexico, 
who was unable to be present. The troops 
wore sidearms and entered our territory by 
special permission of President Harrison. 

The chief magistrate was received by a com- 
mittee, including Mayor Caples, General A. 
G. Mallory, Major B. H. Davis, formerly of 
the confederate army, and escorted to his car- 
riage.

JULIA MARTIN. The story of her life, 


which reads more like a French novel 
than like a true story, is as follows: 
“TI was born in Macon, Ga., in 1860, I at- 


tended several schools in North Carolina and 
Pennsylvania, and returned home in the year 


1879. “I¢ was about that time that I first 
learned that I had a motherliving. My father 
was John T. Powers, a judge of the su- 
perior court. He died when I was very 
young, and left my mother very wealthy. She 
afterward married a northern man, and gave 
him all her money. This made my mother’s 
relatives angry, and they took the youngest 
children from her, and brought us up with the 
belief that she was dead. In after years we 
learned the truth of the matter, though we 
never lived with her, because, I suppose, she 
didn’t want us. 
THE DECEIVER APPEARS. 

“T had been home from the northern schools 
about a month before I met Ed T. Martin, the 
man I am accused of killing. I was visiting 
friends in Eufaula, Ala., and methim there. 
He paid me marked attention, and when I 
went to Cuthbert to visit an old school frien 
he also followed me over there, and paid m 
several visits. When I finally returned home 
his attentions continued. ’ 

“About three months later I paid another 
visit to Cuthbert, and while there Ed T. Mgr- 
tin, under the promise of marriage, accom- 
plished my ruin. We were engaged to be 
married, bnt he requested me to keep it a; 
cret, as he was engaged to another lady, 4 
said he wanted to get rid of her first. 

LEAVES HER UNCLE’S ROOF. ' 

“T was soon after aware that I was in a deli- 
cate condition, and returned home to Macon, 
Ga. After I had been home about a little 

‘over a month I wrote to Mr. Martin to gome 
and see me. He did so, and inthe ev g 
while my uncle, with whom I was living, was 
entertaining a convention of bishops, Mr. Mar- 
tin and I took a walk. I told him of my con- 
dition, and while doing so a dog ran across my 
path, and Mr. Martin, feigning fright, jumped 
down a steep cliff, and called me to jump, too, 
that he would catch mein his ‘arms. He held 
up his arms, I jumped, he stepped aside, and I 


Considerable excitement was created in this 
city today on account of acase of bigamy, 
which, up to the present time, has been sup- 
pressed on account of the prominence of: the 
parties interésted.

FELL IN LOVE WITH THE WIDOW. 

Cutshall remained in Charlotte for some 
time, and during his stay fell desperately in 
love with Mrs. S. E. Pickard, a beautiful 
young widow, recognized as one of the ‘pret- 
tiest ladies in the city. After a short’ court- 
ship they were married in Fort Mill, S8.’C., 
and came back to Charlotte to reside. The 
newly married couple opened a boarding house 
in Charlotte, and happiness seemed to reign 
supreme for a while... The husband would 
often be gone for weeks at the time, but noth- 
ing would be thought of it, because he gave as 
his reason that business was very good, and 
that the interest of his house demanded that 
he should be on the road most of his time. 

THE TELL-TALE LETTER.

PENALTY YESTERDAY. 


Be Lays His Misfortune to the Charge of Bad 
Whisky and Cheap Pistols—Dies Fully 
Assured of Salvation.

gallows today the crime of murder. 

At 10:20 0’clock a. m. the criminal mounted 
the carriage, accompanied by his spiritual 


' adviser and the sheriffs of Clay, Randoiph 


and Early counties, and guarded by the Fort 
Gaines Guards, in full uniform, began the 


slow march tothe gallows. 


ON THE GALLOWS. 
Arriving there at 10:25 o’clock, the culprit, 


with a steady step, ascended the gallows 


and stood, without a tremor, during the long 
religious services which followed. 
Rey. C. P. Johnson, colored, lined out 


' Hymn 585 of the Methodist hymnal, which the 


vast concourse of negroes sang with the pe- 
culiar pathos characteristic of the race. At 
the close of the hymn Johnson !ed in a fervent 
prayer, couched in good language and replete 
with counsel to his race. 4 

Rev. W. J. Walker, colored, next read 
Psalm 32, and from II Corinthians, v., fol- 
lowing the reading with several appropriate 
hymns. 

. THE CULPRIT TALES. 

Turner then made his statement, expressing 
sorrow for his act, attributing his ruin to 
whisky and a $2 pistol, and exhorting all to 
take warning from his fate. He claimed con- 
sciousness of pardon, and expressed a willing- 
nessa to depart. 

Led by Rev. W. J. Walker, the crowd of 
negroes then chanted, “It}Is Well with My 

Soul,” at the conc)nsion of which Turner shook 
hands with his friends upon the platform of 
the gallows, and then, in a loud, firm voice ex- 
claimed ; 

“Goodbye to you all; farewell.” 

THE DROP FELL. 

At 11:27 the drop fell, and he was launched 
into eternity. At 11:42 the doctors, Hachett, 
Thompson and Wimberly, pronounced life ex- 
tinct, and the body was cut down and deliv- 
ered to his friends. | 

The execution was planned and consum- 
mated without a single lapse, reflecting credit 
upon Sheriff J. T. McAllister and R. D. 
Williams, who had the matter in charge. 

THE STORY OF THE CRIME. 

The history of the crime may be stated in a 
few words. On the evening of October 20, 
1890, in Fort Gaines, about dark, Rena Turner 
having filled himself with mean whisky and 
armed with a cheap pistol, started out for a 
row. Approaching Tom Glenn, colored, who 
was seated in a chair on the sidewalk, he 
began cursing him. Glenn, rising from his 
chair, retorted somewhat tartly, when Turner 
immediately fired on him, the ball 
passing through his brain and_ Kkill- 
ing him instantly. Turner fled across 
the river into Aiabama. 

R. D. Williams’s bloodhounds were put on 
his track, and he was soon brought to bay and 
was brought back and lodged in jail. At the 
March term of court he was convicted of mur- 
der without recommendation to mercy. So 
clearly was his guilt established that his at- 
torneys made no effort fora new trial or com- 
mutation of sentence.

These roads agreed to buy the bonds at the 
Baltimore conference, when Rvbinson’s Sea- 
board and Roanoke system was an active 
bidder, but as the Central and Richmond and 
‘Danville control the bonds, they, of course, 
will havea great advantage over any other 
possible bidders at the public sale. 

FIELD FOR CONJECTURE. 

Still there is a great field for conjecture and 
speculation, and the question arises, Will the 
Seaboard and Roanoke become a bidder for 
the Covington and Macon, and if it buys the 
Covington and Macon will it then be 
an active bidder for the Georgia Southern, and 
thus obtain its much talked of Florida con- 
nections ? 

The decree allows the Central and Richmond 
and Danville railroads to bid for the Coving- 
ton and Macon in the full amount of the bonds 
of the Covington and Macon that they hold, 
and to pay in cash whatever amount their bid 
exceeds the amount of bonds. 

THE OTHER PLAINTIFFS. ~

It is reported that the Covington and Macon 
road has offered to pay $17,500 as a compromise 
of the suit for damages by Barnum and Bailey’s 
circus. The original suit was for over $40,000.

. TWO SENTENCES, 


Forty Per Cent of the Fruit Crop Has Es- 
caped Frost—The Disputed State 
Line. 


Governor Northen is overburdened with pe- 


titions for pardons, 
He has, however, granted but few, and those 


where there were the very strongest grounds. 


Yesterday he commuted two sentences pro- 


viding for the release of the prisoners upon 
payment of fines. 

The first case was that of a young invalid 
boy, Thomas P. Pierce, who was sentenced to 
four years from Haralson superior court for 
throwing a rock through the window of a 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus railroad 
car. The boy, whois a perfect physical wreck, 


had served some seventy-five days when the 


case was appealed to the supreme court. The 
supreme court refused to interfere with the ver- 
dict,but upon the recommendation of the judge, 
solicitor and others, Governor Northen com- 
muted the sentence to the time already 
served, and ordered his release upon the pay- 
ment of $75 and cost. 

The boy’s physical condition is such that 
physicians testified he could not live out his 
term. 

The second case was that of Aaron Newson, 
colored, of Early, sentenced to sixteen months 
in the. chaingang for carrying concealed 
weapons. He is a cripple, and unable to 
work. He has already served seven months. 
The judge who sentenced him recommended 
it, and the governor ordered his release upon 
payment of $50 and cost. 

The Peach Crop. 

A week ago the agricultural §department 
sent out a circular to each county in the state 
asking ‘“‘what per cent of the full crop of 
peaches has escaped frost ?”’ 

Replies from seven counties came in yester- 
day. They varied widely, but the reports, av- 
eraged, showed that 40 per cent of the crop 
had escaped.

ADOPTED. 


Chairman Turner Says that Work Will Begin 
in Thirty Days—Something About 
the Bridge. 


Bids tor the construction of the Forsyth 


street bridge are now in order. 

And the bridge committee wil] soon he ready 
to ask for them. 

Then the committee will open the bids in 
the general counci] and the contract for the 
work will be awarded. 

This, too, within the next thirty days. 

The members of the committee, Mr. Turner, 
Mr. Rice and Mr. McBride, are quite happy 
over the result of their report to the general 
council Monday. They set forth the design of 
the bridge selected, and recommended that it 
be built of stee] or iron, with paved roadway 
and sidewalks, without the use of timber or 
other perishable mater] in any of its parts. 

With the report Mr. Turner presented & 
drawing of the bridge, and, in speaking of it 
yesterday, he said: 

“That bridge will be the finest in the south, 
and one of the finest in the United States. It 
will stand there, too, forever, and will bea 
lasting monument tothe administration which 
build#it, as wellgas to the wisdom of the de- 
signers.” 

“The design gives but ono driveway down 


“But one driveway from either side down to 
the Western and Atlantic depot, and that one 
in the center,’ said Mr. Turner, interrupting 
“But that is enough. The 
bridge will be a solid structure from that 


driveway back to the line of the buildings now 
on Forsyth.” 

‘‘Won’t the property owners object ?”’ 

‘*‘Most of them have consented. And why 
should not al}? In avery short time it will 
increase the value of the property on that 
street at least $1,000,000. Nothing could ba 
better for all parties.’’ 

“The bridge,” continued Mr. Turner, ‘‘will 
be by the plans of such width and length as 
will cover the surface of Forsyth street be- 
tween Marietta and Alabama. Then the ap- 
proaches will be what is known as the viaduct 
type, composed of short steel om, supported 
by steel columns on stone foundations.’ 

‘*But how will you cross the tracks ?’’ 

‘Over the right-of-way of the railroads there 
will be two spans of steel, each about 120 feet. 
This part of the bridge will be what is known 
as the truss bridge. It will be supported, too, 
upon a stone pier atthe center, thus giving 
additional strength. At the side, or near the 
two streets, the supports will be steel piers 
with stone foundations.”’ 

‘On the bridge you— ?”’ 

‘On the bridge on the truss part the floor of 
the roadbed will be of steel joists, upon which 
there will be laid steel buckle plates. This 
will support a covering of concrete sevén 
inches thick, and on the concrete will be a 
pavement of stone, brick or asphalt, making 
the floor fifteen inches thick from the joists 
up. This will be impervious to water, too, 
and will stand forever. Then the bridge will 
be given a natural drainage with spouts, etc., 
to carry the water off.’’ 

‘But how will pedestrains cross?” 

‘There will be two sidewalks, one on either 
side for pedestrains.’’ 

‘‘One of the biggest features of the bridge, 
however,’ said Mr. Turner, ‘‘will be two 
street railway tracks over it. These 
tracks are to be owned exclusively by the city 
and maintained by the city.” 

“For what?’’ 

‘Revenue only. I know one Atlanta man 
who is now ready to sign a contract to pay the 
city $5,000 a year for the tracks.” 

“Why ?” 

‘‘Because it will be a paying investment. 
That bridge, when built, will be the connect- 
ing link between north and south Atlanta. 
In fact, it will blot out that division line, and 
street cars will be glad to get over that bridge, 
In fact, that bridge will be to Atlanta what 
the bridge over the Ohioisto Cinginnati.and 
Covington. It will be the same as the Brook- 
lyn bridge. Cars will be glad to get over it 
and atoll foreach passenger would be readily 

iven.”’ 

‘‘But wouldn’t that interfere with travel ?” 

“Not at all. The tracks must be built in 
the latest and most approved style, and that is 
a guarantee that it will not interfere with 
vehicles, etc. 

“The bridge,’”’ continued Mr. Turner, ‘‘will 
be the full width of the street. It will be in 
keeping with Atlanta. Atlanta is a broad- 
gauge town in the fullest sense of the word, 
and has no narrow-gauge ideas. We have 
quit burning tallow candles, and are now using 
electric lights.’’ 

The council having adopted the committee's 
report, Mr. Turner and his associates will 
push the work.

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Mr. Harrison’s Drollery. 

The keynote and refrain of all Mr. Harri- 
son’s speeches in the south are to the effect 
that the majority should rule He 
even went so far as to declare 
in Memphis that this government 
is the result of a compact on the part of the 
people that the majority shall rule, and in 
various shapes he has seized every occasion 
to reiterate the same idea. 

It is very interesting and very droll. We 
presume that no one knows better, or, in- 
deed, has any reason to know better, than 
the president that our institutions do not 
depend on majority rule. As the most 
prominent beneficiary of one of the barriers 
that have been set up to guard against ma- 
jority rule, it is queer that he should con- 
tinue to harp on this matter. He has his 
reasons, and they are of an unmixed par- 
tisan character.. When he lectures southern 
audiences on the beauty and necessity of 
government majority, he is merely giving 
them a mild dose of the republican theory 
which claims that the late slave states sup- 
press the negro vote, and are therefore not 
governed by a majority of the people. It 
was on this theory the force bill was based, 
and it has been the origin and excuse of all 
the sectional legislation the republicans have 
attempted. The droll thing about the whole 
business is the fact that Mr. Harrison 
should undertake to water and dilute the 
stock-in-trade of his party. 

If it be admitted that this government is 
a compact on the part of the people to sub- 
mit to a majority, it must be said that the 
republican party has shown more contempt 
for the terms of that compact than any 
other political organization this country has 
ever known. Leaving altogether out of 
view the anarchy and ruin which would re- 
sult—nay, which have resulted—from the 
rule of an ignorant and a corrupt majority, 
and which the south is charged with pre- 
venting, it is only necessary to refer to the 
very recent history of Mr. Harrison’s party 
in order to show that it has supreme con- 
tempt for a majority of the people, even 
after that majority has expressed itself at 
the polls. 

At the election last November, the people 
of this country, with a unanimity unparal- 
leled in the political history of this country, 
protested against the force bill and against 
the McKinley tariff measure. In the face 
of this extraordinary and overwhelming 
protest, the republicans in congress persisted 
in pushing these offensive measures. One 
they succeeded in placing on the statute 
book, and the other narrowly missed _ be- 
coming a law. And yet, despite these facts, 
here is Mr. Harrison preaching to the south 
the necessity of obeying the will of the ma- 
jority. It is such drollery as this that 
lights up the situation with a touch of bur- 
lesque.

Something for Farmers to Consider. 

The average price of cotton just now is 
about half a cent below the cost of produc- 
tion. 

Our southern farmers will see that, under 
the circumstances, they cannot afford to in- 
crease their cotton acreage, or even main- 
tain last year’s acreage. And yet our advices 
from the southwest, and especially Texas, 
show that the farmers are planting 8 or 10 
per cent more cotton than last year. 

This policy is ruinous. It will not do to 
raise another tremendous crop of cotton, 
and sell it at less than the cost of produc- 

tion, and then buy western corn at a high 
price—a price which may be greatly in- 
creased by a drought. 

It is well to study these plain facts and 
let them shape our course. If southern 
farmers are wise they will decrease cotton 
production this year, and plant enough corn 
and other food crops to make them self- 
sustaining. Their cotton will then bringa 
higher price and be what it should be—a 
money crop. 

Think the matter over before it is too 
late. 


The Florida Contest. 

It is gratifying to the friends of Hon. E. 
M. Hammond, whose youth and early man- 
hood were associated with Atlanta and her 
interests, to know that his name has been 
prominently mentioned in connection with 
the Florida senatorship. Mr. Hammond has 
already secured the confidence of the people 
among whom his lot has been cast, and he 
is now a state senator—a position which he 
has won by his intellectual attainments and 
by his brilliant eloquence.

North and South. 

The New York Continent is disposed to 
dispute our assertion that the Anglo-Saxon 
race improves rather than deteriorates in 
the climate of the southern states. 

Inasmuch as The Continent presents no 
facts, and advances no arguments on its side 
of this proposition, we can afford to pass 
over its general denial, and say a few words 
conceruing its statement that ‘“‘it is from 
the stern and rugged north that the world- 
conquering races have sprung.”’ 

Greece and Rome sent forth world-con- 
quering races. For nearly 5,000 years the 
nations dominating what was then known 
of the globe had their rise and progress in 
warm southern climates. They have left 
the impress of their arts and arms upon 
mankind everywhere. Only within the past 
fifteen centuries or so has the stern and 
rugged north shown any marked develop- 
ment and progress. Perhaps in another 
1,000 years the conditions may be reversed, 
and the old activity of the southern races 
will be restored. 

All this, however, drifts away from our 
self-evident statement about the Anglo- 
Saxogs in warm climates. We have only to 
survey the world to see the English more 
than holding their own in India, in Au- 
stralia, and many tropical possessions, while 
their descendants in our southern states 
have made a splendid record in statesman- 
ship, in war and in material progress, as we 
made plainly apparent in a former article. 
Surely, there is nothing in this to wrangle 
over. The fact that the Anglo-Saxon race 
is able to flourish in any climate is some- 
thing for us to be proud of. Why engage in 
the vain attempt to show that its highest 
development is in a pent-up Utica, so to 
speak, and that it goes to pieces when it 
crosses a certain line on the map? 


Coming to Their Senses, 

The New York Press remarks that, in 
connection with President Harrison’s south- 
ern trip, attention has been called to the 
federal statute which debars from official 
position in the army or navy any ex-confed- 
erate. Our contemporary expresses the 
opinion that the law should be repealed, and 
thinks it fitting that the repeal should be 
effected by a republican president and senate 
and a democratic house. 

President Harrison’s visit did not cause 
this offensive and unnecessary statute to be 
mentioned. Several weeks ago when there 
was talk of war with Italy, many southern- 
ers tendered their services to the govern- 
ment. In commenting on their loyalty, 
THE CONSTITUTION was the first newspaper 
in the country to refer to the law imposing 
disabilities upon ex-confederates, and many 
federal officials were surprised to find that 
such a statute was in existence. The matter 
was generally discussed, and it now seems 
to be the sentiment of the republicans that 
the odious restrictions should be removed.. 

But The Press, while admitting the loy- 
alty of the entire south, intimates that the 
trained officers of the confederate armies are 
now so old that it is out of the question for 


them ever to hold commissions in the federa] | 


military service. With these laid on the 
shelf it has no objections to giving the others 
achance. It says: 

All who saw anything of the south about the 
close of the war remember the child soldiers, the 
little fellows just stepped into their teens, who, 
with the old men stepping into the grave, did 
home duty, and some of them front duty for the 
confederacy. Many of these are arriving at mid- 
dle age. It is not right that in the flower of man- 
hood they should be held to disability for the acts 
of irresponsible childhood. We have no doubt 
that they would disclaim any such plea in their 
behalf, but the plea is none the less meritorious.

wise have been atolerably fair editorial. 


Scores of trained confederate officers are | 


still vigorous enough for field service, and 
the “child soldiers’’ of the confederacy, now 
that they have reached middle age, have no 
apologies to make. They will not plead the 
baby act now, nor allow others to plead it 
for them. The veterans who wore the gray, 
whether old or young, are inspired bya 
common patriotism, and in case of war the 
union and its flag would have no more ar- 
dent defenders. The insinuation that 
the younger men are more loyal than their 
elders is rank nonsense.

Dr. Briaes, of the Union Theological eam inary, 
of New York, is almost certain to be tried ore 
the New York Presbytery for heresy.

The Clerk Refuses to Take an Insolyent Debt- 
or’s Oath from Them—The Case Ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Conurt. 


Raxzren, N. C., April 21.—[Special.]—Last 
Saturday, as has been stated, Governor Holt 
received from the governor of Georgia a requi- 
sition for Dan Hall, and issued his rendition 
warrant. The agent of Georgia took it to 
Henderson, where Hall was in jail. 

The agent thought Hall, as well as Jenkins, 
would be released yesterday upon taking the 
insolvent debtor’s oath, but Clerk Perry, of 
the superior court of Vance county, refused to 
grant their discharge, and both are still in jail. 

The case was fully argued before Clerk 
Perry by the counsel for Jenkins and 
Hall, and for Colonel) W. H. SB. 
Burgwyn, who had had the men jailed. Jen- 
kins and Hall appealed, andjthe case came up 
at Raleigh this afternoon in the supreme 
courtroom chambers, before Judge Whittaker, 
of the superior court, who sustained Clerk 
Perry’s ruling. 

An appeai was at once taken to the supreme 
court, and tomorrow a motion will be made in 
that court to advance the case. 

Governor Holt learned yesterday that Hall 
was in jail for an alleged offense against a cit- 
izen of this state, and, therefore, today with- 
drew the rendition warrant he had issued be- 
fore he was aware who Hall was. 

All of this deepens public interest in the re- 
markable case.

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AN OLD CITIZEN. 


Memories of the Career of Hon. Jonas &. 
Smith. 

In the death of Hon. Jonas 8. Smith, an- 
other of the oldest and best known Atlantians, 
passes away. 

Mr. Smith was born in Warren county, 
three-quarters ofa century ago. His mother 
married, the second time, that distinguished 
Baptist preacher, Rev. Joshua S. Callaway, 
one of the prominent men of his day. 

In early lite he removed to DeKalb county, 
and married a Miss Johnson, of a well-known 
family in this county. 

When Atlanta was but a village he came 
here, and became a member of the firm of 
Johnson, Jones & Smith, which started in 
business.in a store that stood where the Cap- 
ital City bank now stands. 

It was the first store on Whitehall street, 
and for years the largest store in Atlanta. 

He was appointed postmaster under Presi- 
dent Taylor’s administration, and at the first 


county election, ip 1852, was elected sheriff of. 


Fulton county. He held this office until 1858, 
alternating with his deputy, Mr. T. J. Per- 
kerson, as a sheriff was allowed to hold 
the office but two years consecutively in those 
days. 

In 1866, he was elected city tax collector, 
and under Major Hammock’s administration 
was deputy marshal! of the city. 


He was a true and loyal citizen, and during. 


all his long public career was never remiss in 
his duty as an officer. 

Hé leaves two sons, Mr. Jonas Smith, who 
lives in Texas, and Mr. Julian Smith, of this 
city, and two daughters, Mrs. James E. But- 
ler, of this wy 2 and Mrs. Barrico, of. Balti- 
more, but who has been in this city with her 
father during his illness. His wife is still 
living, at an advanced age.

That is the definjtion of Fayette Dodd's 
crime as given by the jury. 

And the penalty is from one to twenty years 
in the penitentiary. 

Dodd was charged with the murder of James 
Chose wood. 

Monday morning the case was called, and a 
number of witnesses for the state examined. 

The defense only introduced the statement 
of the defendant and the case closed. 

Argument Begins. 

Yesterday morning the courthouse was 
crowded. 

Mrs. Dodd and two of her lady relatives 
were present throughout the time. She is a 
delicate-looking little woman, with a sweet 
face and prepossessing manner, and her devo- 
tion to her husband was evidenced by many & 
kindly look and word of encouragement. 

Captain W. D. Ellis opened the argument 
for the defense. It was one of his best efforts, 
and was filled with legal logic and forcible 
points. The burden of his speech was that 
the killing was done when the slayer was in 
tear of his own life. 

He Kead the Bible. 

Colonel B. N. Martin followed for the prose- 
cutton. 

His speech was out of the general run. 

He had a Bible—which was also out of the 
usual line. 

It was Conant’s translation of the Old Testa- 
ment, with commentaries on each verse 
throughout. 

He began quoting the Mosaic law, and 
reading the intervening commentaries. ‘He 
that sheddeth man’s blood, by man shalt his 
blood be shed,” and other similar quotations 
were read. 

‘‘May it please your honor, we object to 
that,’’ said defendant’s counsel. 

‘ “Well,” replied the court, “if Colonel 
Martin desires to make that & 
part of his speech there can be no reasonable 
objection. Itis not yet out of order to read 
the Bible. Proceed, Colonel Martin.” 
CONCLUDING ARGUMENTS. 

Solicitor C. D. Hill was in his best vein and 
his most caustic humor. He delivered one of 
those eloquent speeches which have made him 
famous in criminal trials. 

The temptation to ridicule his oppenents 
was too strong, and mingled with his appeals 
for law and justice were some very witty 
thrusts at the defendant’s counsel, which 
kept up atitter even on such a solemn oc- 
casion. 

Mr. C. T. Ladson closed in a very strong and 
stirring appeal for his client. He rehearsed 
the testimony and brought to bear every possi- 
ble point of law that related to the case from 
the standpoint of the defense. 

The Verdict. 

After the conclusion of the argument Judge 
Richard H. Clark began charging the jury. 
His charge wascareful and well considered, 
and covered the whole case. 

The jury retired, and was out for about 
twenty minutes, when the foreman announced 
ready. 

The verdict was voluatary manslaughter. 

The friends of the prisoner seemed to feel 
rejoiced over the fact that it was no worse, 
and there will hardly be an appeal. 

Dodd was taken back to Fulton county jail 
to await the sentence of the court, which may 
be one year or twenty years.

The Jury Renders a Verdict in the Anderson-

The Most Eminent Grand Master. 

General J. P. S. Gobin was born of a noble, 
honored and ancient ancestry on the 26th of 


January, 1837, at Sunbary, Pa., the home of: 


his forefathers for more thana century past, 
At this place he was reared, and here he at 


tended public school. 

When he had completed this education he 
served as a printer’s apprentice in the office of 
the old Sunbury American. 

Four years of hard and_ faithful service 
elapsed and young Gobin received .. his inden- 
ture, or freedom papers from the editor, Mr. 
H. B. Mosser. During this time he had not 
neglected his studies, and in addition he had 
begun to read law. His trade completed, he 
trudged to Philadelphia and there embarked 
iz the newspaper business ‘‘on his own hook.” 
His “Star of Youth,”’ an ofgan of the Junior 
Sens of America, turned out a complete 
failure, and Gobin was a poorer but a wiser 
man. Back to Sunbury he went, and after 
teaching school fora while, he read law with 
General John K. Clement and M. L. Shindel. 

In 1859, atthe age of twenty-two,-he was 
admitted to the bar of Northumberland 
county. For a while the. partner of - Mr. 
George Hill, now one of the leading attorneys 
in Sunbury, he continued his legal practice 
until he enlisted in the war. 

When the war had commenced in earnest, 
Gobin laid aside his law and became a private 
soldier. . Principally through him wasa mili- 
tary company organized at Sunbury. 
His prompt work and eminent 
fitness for such a position prompted. his elec- 
tion as first lieutenant by his comrades. The 
organization was called Company F, Eleventh 
Pennsylvania volunteers, and was soon sent 
into. Virginia, where it. participated_in the 
battle of Falling, Waters. Theregiment was re- 
organized several days after the expiration of its 
service and, as captain of company C, -Forty- 
Seventh Pennsylvania...volunteers,..Captain 
G re-enlisted. After being attached 'to the 
Army of the Potomac until 1862, the company 
was sent to Key West, Fiorida, occupy- 
ing the fortifications there. Dur- 
ing the summer of .this year the 
regiment participated at Hilton Head in the 
operations against Charleston and Savannah. 

In the meanwhile Captain Gobin was for a 
time judge advocate general of the depart- 
ment of the south. Aftera short stay at Key 
West his company went to Louisiana and 
there showed great bravery in the Red river 
expedition and thé operations of ‘General 
Banks. While there Gobin was promoted to 
the rank of major, upon the recom- 
mendation of brigadier General Me- 
MiHan, © for gallantry and efficient 
conduct at the. battles of Sabine Cross Roads 
and Pleasant Hill. In July, 1864, he went 
north with his fegiment and took part in the 
operations of General Sheridan .in the Shen- 
andoah valley. 

During this campaign Major Gobin was 
made lieutenant colonel and directly after- 
wards colonel of the forty-seventh. A. short 
time elapsed on the battlefield and the regi- 
ment, after hearing of Leée’s surrender, went 
to Summit Point. On receipt of the news of 
President Lincoln’s’ assassination it marctied 
immediately to Washington and formed part of 
the cordon thrown around the city. The tattered 
andtorn veterans of the Forty-seventh formed 4 

rtion of the grand review at Wasltington dn 

ay 23, 1865.. His general - military career 
ended aftera short duty at Savannah and 
Charleston. 

For gallant and meritorious conduct during 
the war, Colonel Gobia was made brevet 
brigadier general. On January 9, 1866, he 
started for home after a service of four ‘years 
and nine months. At Lebanon he’ ré-ehngagéd 
in his profession of law, where he has prac- 
ticed' in all of: ‘the ‘courts. of © his 
county, the state and the nation. 
He had a large and wealthy clientage, and 
through this he earned a liberal compe- 
tency. : 

In 1867 General Gobin assisted in organizing 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and has 
since been an active member. He is one of 
the trustees of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Home 
at Erie: one of the five commissioners of 
the Gettysburg Monumental Association, an 
active member of the Loyal Legion and of the 
Sons of the Revolution. . .

SAVANNAH. 


The Columbus People Want the Same Kates 
as Montgomery—Fruit Schedules and 
Rates—Extra Fares, Etc. 


The only matter of interest in local railroad 
circles just now is the meeting of the rate 
, committee of the Southern Railway and Steant- 
ship Association, which occurs at the DeSoto 
hotel, Savannah, today. 

Forty-seven different questions are to be 
considered, but most of them appertain to 
routine business. Two which will interest the 
public are the watermelon rates and the rates 
to Columbus, Ga., from Ohio river points. 


The melon rates are settled so far as the 
basis rate this side of the Ohio, Potomac and 
Mississippi rivers is concerned. That, as 
usual}, will be 8 mills perton-mile. The melon 
rates to be discussed at this meeting are those 
beyond the rivers. There is a disposition 
among the northern railroads easté of Cincin- 
nati to make as low rates as the southern 
roads, and it is understood that 8 mills per ton- 
mile will be approximated in that district; 
but the western roads are &tiffer on 
melon rates and more arbitra in 
dealing with that business. Some of them 
make rates which exceed 15 mills per. ton- 
mile. It is reported, however, that the Iili- 
nois Central and several other western roads 
have agreed to come to the 8-mill rate. When 
Mr. J. L. Hand, representing the melon grow- 
ers, visited the Western Traffic Association a 
year or more ago, he succeeded in securing 4 
slight concession from some of their lines, and 
itis hoped that they are being educated up to 
an appreciation of the business and the expan- 
sion of which it is capable under the stimu- 
lus of the &-mill rate. |

melons. 
about twice as large as usual, and if the mar- 
ket is not proportionally enlarged, there will be 
a sacrifice in value, and the railroads, as well 
as the growers, will lose on the business, for 
the melons are the only security which they 
have for the freight. 

To this end, the growers have steadily pressed 
for an enlargement of the rate sheet. Commis- 
sion Carter says the number of towns listed for 
through rates is larger than ever-before, and on 
that account the market will be considerably 
enlarged. What is really needed is a market 
for 20,000 cars of melons. The present outlook 
is for a crop approaching that size. If itis 
not forthcoming this year it will be as soon as 
the 8-mill rate is extended far enough to 
give a sufticient market for that number of 
cars. The capacity of the melon belt is as yet 
only sampled, and thereis no telling what it 
might grow to if the northern roads could be in- 
duced to give this business the same treatment 
which it receives on this side of the rivers. After 
a careful survey of the field, Mr. Hand esti- 
mated that rates on that basis beyond the 
rivers would marketa melon crop of 30,000 
Cars. 

The Columbus people are dissatisfied with 
the rates between that place and Ohio river 
points, and a delegation from the board of trade 
will go to Savannah to present the case for Co- 
lumbus. before the rate committee. . It is 
claimed that there is great discrimination 
against Columbus, in favor of Montgomery. 
This has been.excused on the ground that the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, which is 
not a member of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association, .may 
make such rates as it pleases to 
Montgomery, and the association is not able 
to maintain at that point rates which it con- 
siders equitable. The Columbus people, on 
the other hand, claim that the Loulaville and 
Nashville railroad, is doing business. for the 
money there isinit, and if it can afford to 
give Montgomery the rates that city enjoys, 
the lines of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association can afford to do as well by 
Columbus, and that it is to their interest to 
stand by the towns in their territory and see 
that they have as good a showing as the cities 


, served and built up by rival roads. 


Messrs. C. E. Caverly and. Cy Frazer will 
head the delegation from Columbus. The 
board of trade committee goes by invitation 
of the rate committee, and an interesting argu- 
ment isexpected. No doubt this will bea 
fine opportunity to learn the volume of busi- 
ness passing through Columbus. 


Mr. R. E. Lutz, traffic manager of the 
Western Ruilway of Alabama, stopped over in 
the city a day on his way to the meeting of the 
rate committee in Savannah. He reports the 
volume of business heavy. In reply to a ques- 
tion about the amount of grain and pro- 
visions shipped to this section from 
the west, he said that it was 
heavier than ever before, notwithstanding the 
fact that in many parts of Alabama and Geor- 
gia immense crops of corr are raised. 

“TI stopped ata place a mile and a half off 
our line,’’ said he, ‘‘and was surprised at the 
corn stored on thé place. There were full 
3,000 bushels stored in ofdinary corn cribs. 
was invited to look into them, and on .exami- 
nation found the corn had not been attacked 
in thé least by insects.’’ 

If the western shipments of corn and proven- 
der are increasing while the home supply in- 
creases, the unavoidable inference is that 
horses and mules are multiplying. Evidently 
something is eating the corn. 


. _It will soon be time to talk about fruit and 

vegetable rates and fast freight schedules for 
perishable goods. Mr. McCloskey, general 
freight and passenger agent of the Air-Line, 
who worked up the fifty-five hour schedule to 
New York from Atlanta for Georgia grapes 
and peaches, was asked what he thought of 
the arrangements for this year. In reply he 
said that he could not forecast the arranger 
ments until he knew more.about the size of 
the fruit crop. 

A general passenger agent of. the roads run- 
ning into Atlanta remarked the other day that 
the Pennsylvania road had abolished the extra 
fare.on its vestibule train from New York to 
Washington. 

‘I believe’all extra fares will go,’’ said he. 
“Tfthe Pennsylvania road cannot maintain 
them, no other road can.”’ 

This remark has a bearing in Atlanta. The 
extra fare on the vestibule train which-the 
Air-Line runs from Atlanta to Washington is 
$2. .Mr. McCloskey was asked whether it 
would be maintained. 

“I ‘seé no reason why it should 
not,” said he, ‘‘it isa small addition to the reg- 
ular fare of $24, and those who goon that 
train get the worth of the extra charzge.”’ 

‘**Do you think the vestibule is a fixture?”’ 

“Oh, yes. Wemay change the hour of de 
parture or arrival a little, but the same time 
will be made. On the 26th we put on a sched- 
ule by which the vestibule train leaves here at 
12:35 o’clock, Atlanta time, instead of 10:10 
o’clock.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MAREET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORE, April 21.—The stock market met with 
a check today, both as regards strength and activity, 
though the firmness of its tone was not impaired for a 
moment. The execution of numerous stop orders gave 
the bears an opportunity to attack some of the lead- 
ing shares with success, while realizations of profits 
accrued on the advance of the past few days aided in 
unsettling, for the moment, the confidence of the 
bullish feeling in the street. The market, notwith- 
standing the decrease in business, perceptibly broad- 
ened, though the principal trading was still confined to 
the same few stocks which have been prominent in the 
market for the last two weeks. The trading, however, 
was better distributed, and a stubborn resistance to 
depressing influences kept prices generally within nar- 
row limits, and finally forced a retreat on the part of 
the advocates of lower figures. The weakest points in 
the list were naturdlly those which have had the great- 
est advance, such as Chicago gas and Rock Island, 
though there was, for the amount of business done, 
considerable weakness displayed at times in Lacka- 
wanna. Among the specialties, Oregon Short Line 
rose sharply, and among others may be mentioned 
Wabash preferred, Richmond and West Point pre- 
ferred and Wheeling and Lake Erie preferred, which 
was aided by an increase of dividend rate as promised 
some time ago. New England also became prominent 
by a spurt in the afternoon, inexplicable as usual with 
the movements in that stock. The market finally 
closed fairly active and heavy, but with promise for to- 
morrow. While prices were generally small fractions 
ander those of the opening, the final changes are gen- 
erally losses, and while they are generaily for frac- 
tional amounts only, Lackawanna is down 1 per cent, 
but Wheeling and Lake Erie preferred and Wabash 
preferred are each up like amounts.

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THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, April 71.—For several days past the bulls 
in the wheat pit have had everything their own way‘ 
and the unlucky bears have been gored and tossed un- 
mercifully. It wasthe bears’ turn today,and they 
improved the opportunity by giving their opponents a 
rib-cracking squeeze. The net result of the day’s 
trading was a decline in the price of May wheat of 1%, 
compared with the closing prices yesterday of 344 from 
the highest point reached today. July declined 1‘, 
compared with yesterday’s closing, and 3 from the 
highest of today. 

The weakness in the leading cereal was taken ad- 
vantage of in other speculative pits to depress prices, 
and as a consequence, comparing prices with the clos- 
ing figures of yesterday, corn is off 1% to 144; Oates %; 
pork 30, lard 10, and ribs 20. 

The day started in with a fine prospect for the con- 
tinuance of the bull campaign. The early cables indi- 
cated decidedly higher prices abroad, and the commis- 
sion houses were overwhelmed with buying orders. 
The result was that around opening prices were from 
'6to2 higher than at the close yesterday. That was 
the high point for the day, and all of the older heads 
among the bears seized upon the opening bulge as an 
excellent opportunity to sell. They called the market 
successfully. It sold shortly after noon nearly 3 below 
its early high point,and during most of the session 
was 1'« to 2 off from the opening figures. A great deal 
of long wheat held on thin margins was dumped over- 
board on the decline, which afforded short sellers an 
excellent opportunity for taking in their profits. The 
bears were materially aided by the reports from New 
York, Milwaukee and St. Louis that wheat bought for 
export was being resold because prices were above the 
export point, and that prominent houses with foreign 
connections inthe first named city were operating 
on the bear side in Juneand December futures, Once 
started downward, the market showed small recupera- 
tive power, and with but few rallies on the realizing 
purchases, continued to recede throughout the session. 
July wheat started out with sales anywhere from $1.13 
to $1.13’, and sold to $1.14%. It broke to $1.11‘ ou 
sales, and was then lifted to §1.12% by purchasers by 
these sellers, who were taking profits, and by Hutch- 
inson and White & Co. Selling on the bulge was done 
by the same people who engineered the first break. 
This raid carried it down to $1.11. The closing ca- 
bles from Liverpool and Antwerp were so much higher 
that it rallied to $1.12'4, but renewed selling sent it 
down again to $1.10%, the lowest point of the session. 
May started at $1.15a%1.16, and following the July 
future, touched §1.125¢ as the low point. 

Corn was weak from the start. July started ont 
with sales from 69!4c down to 68%c and subsequently 
declined to 67%4c. The longs were disposed to let go of 
their holdings, and there was a little more disposition 
among the bears to sell it short. 

Oats were quiet and rather uninteresting. The mar- 
ket did little more than follow corn, closing at the 
bottom prices of the day. 

The market for provisions opened easy and without 
excitement at some decline from the closing prices of 
the previous day, and continued ina drooping condi- 
tion during the entire session, being at their lowest 
prices for the day at the close.
